National Organization Places 
Local Institution on Fully 
Approved List 








For seven years San Antonio 
Community hospital has been 
working toward the goal of un- 
conditional approval by the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons. 

Yesterday morning the local in- 
stitution received such recognition 
among a list of only 2664 hos- 
pitals in the United States and 
‘Canada and a few other countries. 
The word came to Dr. A. A. Aita, 
superintendent of San Antonio 
Community hospital, from the 
hospital standardization confer- 
ence which opened in New York 
City in conjunction with the clin- 
ical congress of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons—and is the high- 
est honor that can come to a hos- 
pital. 

TEN POINTS LISTED

John and Frank Ellena, vinters, 
who maintain a large establish- 
ment on Baseline in Etiwanda, 
have issued a notice that they want 
more grapes and will take all that 
is available. 

The Ellena Brothers are report- 
ed to make more wine than any 
other vintners in the county. The 
winery is now operating at capac- 
ity of 150 tons of grapes a day. 

“We estimate there are 4,000 
tons of grapes left on the vines in 
the county,” Frank Ellena is re- 
ported as saying.

The opposition 
may take definite form as leaders 
are suggesting a united drive to 
discourage federal officials from 
marring the productive and scenic 
citrus district. 

Plans call for a dam, four miles 
in length, to be placed across San 
Antonio canyon wash, the north- 
'easterly end being at Hillcrest, 
drive at the edge of the Heights. 
From that point it will follow a 
circular course, crossing Mountain 
avenue at Twenty-third street, and 
extending west through citrus 
groves and across the wash.
